leaned over ana put his broad ears

I knew it was my time to move 
and put another bag in place of it. As soon as 
I had pulled the bag through and substituted 
another filled with brown paper I beard the re- 
port of a pistol.” 

James T. Holland, who. did the killing, bore 
himself as a Texan is popularly supposed to do 
under similar circumstances. His appetite 
was as hearty as ever. He read the story ef 
the affair in the newspapers without evineing 
any more interest than an ordinary observer 
of passing events; he made no inquiries about 
bis victim, and seemed absolutely bored while 
the dead man’s brother was passionately de- 
nouncing him in court. Holland was held for 
examination Friday. He told the clerk of the 
court that hé was born in Texas, that he was 
82 years old, ana unmarried. He said that 
he bad lived in Abilene since 1880 and that he 
was u land and stock speculator. John T. Hill. 
bis companion, was held in $5,000 bail upon a 
charge made by Davis that he bad attempted 
ta commit afelony and had taken part in a 
conspiracy to cause the death of a citizen. 
Bail was not furnished, and be was taken back 
to the prison. Dare was paroled in charge of 
his counsel.

A BELIEVER IN THB EFFICIENCY OF QUAR- 
ANTINE REGULATIONS AND LIEB PRECAUD- 


TIONS.

The 
doctor is deeply interested in the cholera ques- 
tion, and is taking advantage of every prac- 
tical measure known to science and within 
range of the State appropriation to keep it out.

and if it gets among us it will be on account of 
the inetliclency.of the quarautine reguiationry.”’

Judge Smith Must Be Made a Party to 


And the Affidavits Must Be More Specific 
in Their OhargesWhat Will 
Be Done. : 


Judge Trumbuli went on yesterday 
with bis argument upon the demurrer to the 
petition contesting Mayor Harrison’s election. 
He dwelt at some Jength upon the necessity of 
a positive affidavit and of more accurate aver- 
ments in the petition. He characterized the 
proceeding as a ** fishing” bill, brought for the 
purpose of prying into the evidence of the op- 
posit side. The phrase “fishing bill” aroused 
Judge Trumbull's imagination, and he con- 


cluded with a highly figurative description of 


the proceedings, which caused some merriment 
in court. 

There was some skirmishing among the law- 
vers after this. Mr. Green criticised the au- 
thorities cited by the defense and Judge Brien 


' replied. Judge Prendergast then proceeded to 


announce his decision, premising that upon 
certain points on which he still entertained 
some doubts he would be prepared to listen to 


further argument upon the final hearing of the 


case, if it should ever come to that stage. 
The County Court, he thought, had jurisdic- 
tion of the case. Some County Courts did not 


bave the power to try contests of municipal 


elections, because the general law of incorpo- 
ration had not been adopted there, but every 
County Court had power to try such contests 
when properly brought before it. The power 
was uniform, its application only differed lo- 
cally. Hence the daw was constitutional. 

Whether any elector who had not been a can- 
didate could contest an election had never been 
decided by the Supreme Court. The whole 
subject being governed by statute, speculation 
upon the common law was idle. Every citizen 
had the right to vote, independently of State 
lexislation, and in quo warranto proceedings 
any elector was entitied to appear as relator. 
The same rule must obtain in this case: other- 
wise, if none but defeated candidates could 
inaugurate a contest it would doubtless be- 
come customary for two candidates to divide 
the spoils and avoid a contest. Such a result 
was opposed to the policy of the laws, and the 
right must be conceded to every voter to con- 
test an election in which be voted. 

SHOULD BE MADE PARTIES TO THE BILL 

Whether it was necessary for the defeated 
candidates also to be wade parties was another 
question. It was a general principie that no 
one’s rights could be concluded unless he was 
summoned to appear before the oourt. If 
Judge Smith and William H. Bush refused to 
instituts a contest any other elector could do 
80, and the defeated candidates could be joined 
as defendants. It had been contended, indeed, 
that the judgment of the County Court bad no 
greater effect than a recanvass of the ballots, 
and that for this reason the rights of the candi- 
dates would not be concluded and their pres- 
ence was not necessary. The statute, how- 
ever, deciared only that a certified copy of the 
judgment, not the judgment itself, should 
have the same effect as if the result 
had been so declared by the can- 
vassers. This merely empowered the candi- 
date in whose favor judgment should be ren- 
dered to arm bimseif with a certified copy, and, 
going to the incumbent, demand the office. The 
County Court, however, must bave power to 
enforce its judgments or the essence of its 
judicial function would be destroyed. Inas- 
much, therefore, as the judgment of the court 
would settle the right of Judge Smith, he at 
least ought to have been made a party to the 
bil. The demurrer would therefore be sus 
tained in this particular, but leave would be 
given to amend. | ia 

THE FORM OF AFFIDAVIT. 

It was claimed that the affidavit must be pos- 
itive. The statute required the petition to be 
verified in the same way as bilis in chancery. 
The complainants contended that biils needed 
no verification, except in certain instances, and 
hence that the requirement of an affidavit went 
for nothmg. It was plain, however, that the 
Legisiature intended to require an affidavit of 
some eort, and the only legitimate conclusion 
was that the affidavit must be such as was re- 
quired in case of bills in chancery whenever 
some afiidavit was necessary. To demand a 
positive affidavit, however, would be to require 
the impossivie. The contestants ought, how- 
ever, toswear that they had information on the 


‘subject, and, from that information, believed 


the allegations to be true. The afiidavitas 


. filed amounted to little more than this: that 


the bill was true for aught that affiant knew. 
This was not enough. The court, however, 
was not ousted of its jurisdiction by the defect 
in the affidavit, and leave would be given to 
amend or file a new affidavit nunc pro tunc. 

As to improper parties being joined, the five 
were at most superfluous, and, as they repre- 
sented all the electors of the city, no harm 


could be done by letting their names remain 


upon the record. 

With reference to the allegations themselves, 
it was not sufficient, the court thought, to 
ullege that certain persons Voted who were not 
qualified to ao so, without specifying who they 
were and how and where they voted. Othber- 
wise the defendant would have no means of 
preparing himself to refute the assertions of 
the petition. The allegations would have to be 
made more definit, class:tying those who are 
claimed to have deen illegal voters; whether 
they were women, minors, non-residents, or 
had been convicted of crime, or in what way 
they were disqualified. As to the point that 
more votes were counted for Harrison than 
were cast for him, the demurrer was overruled, 
for the declaration on that point was sufficient. 

The verification by two of the six petition- 
ers was obviously ample, since one alone might 
have instituted the proceedings. 

Judge Prendergast observed, in concluding, 
that a recourt could not be ordered as a part 
of the ultimate relief. It might become neces- 
sary, during the progress of the investigation. 
to order a recount as a matter of evidence, but 
it was as yet too early to decide that point. 

An order was entered overruling the demur- 
rer in part and sustaining it in part. 

SOMEWHAT UNCERTAIN, . 

The opinion was too long and too rambling, 
and, as a result, the iawyers on both sides who 
sat and listened to it didn’t have a very clear 
idea ot its effect. Until they have read 
over their shorthand reports and seen precisely 
what conclusions; the Judge arrived at they 
will naturally be disinclined to.express them- 
selves with any positiveness concerning the 
matter. When boiled down, however, it ap- 
pears that the Judge decided against the com- 
plainants on two points. He held that Judge 
Smith must be a party to the bill, and that the 
affidavits alleging fraud must be more specific. 
Apart from the delay neither of these is vital. 
Judge Smith can become a party to the bill in 
eitner of two ways—as complaipant or as de- 
fendant. That he will come in &g complainant 
is most unlikely, for, as is known, he has ali 
along been averse to taking any part in the 


proceedings. They bave been conducted not 


so much on his behalf as on that of those who 
voted for him, who constituted a majority of 
the electors, and who were defrauded of their 
rights. All that is necessary, however, to com- 
ply with Judge Prendergast’s requirement is 
for the compiainants to amend their bili by 
putting in Judge Smith as a party defendant.

Still, without an enrollment the 
beef contract for these Indians was reduced 
about one-third for the last fiscal year under 


the Arthur Administration. The presence’ 


of Gen, Sheridan and a large body of troops 
at Fort Reno a few weeks ago mude it pos- 
sible to effect a new enroliment, as had 
been ‘desired for some time, and it 
was announced that this great reform would 
save the Government over $90,000.. It ap-

Under Durham's ruling the Southern people 
may be unable to avoid the payment of cer 
tain taxés which they have always supposed 
they could escape without difficulty. It was 
quite fitting that when Durham discovered 
the full scope and effect of his ruling he 
should feél like retiring to a summer-resort 
to take a rest. 

Durham's second effort as a plunger in the 
Controller’s office was in disallowing the ac- 
counts of the Alabama Claims Court and 
bringing that tribunal to a standstill. If there 
is any justification for his course in this mat- 
ter the proofs have not been presented to the 


public. It is known simply that Congress 


provided for paying the necessary incident- 
al expenses of the court, and tho accoumts 
rejected by Durham do not appear to de un- 
reasonable.

Even the Democratic majority of the 
County Board are amenable to honest crit- 
lelsm.

The fact that the Governor of Dakota is | 
now on his way to Washington bearing a 
copy of the census of the Territory for de- 
posit in the Department of the Interior once 
more revives the question of the admisston of 


that Territory into the Union with all the 


powers and privileges of a State. So long as 
that census remains on file there is no other 
argument needed to show that Dakota is en- 
titied to admission. No rule has ever been 
established by Congress fixing the number of | 
population necessary to entitle a Territory to 


admission as a State, but it has been the 


usage that the population should be required 
at least to equal a unit of representation in 
the Lower House of Congress, which would 


now be a little over 150,000, though very few 
ot the States had suffic'ent population when 


they were admitted to bring them within the 


limits of the rule. No State, indeed, sinee 


the admission of Missouri in 1821 had suffi- 


cient population to entitle it to one Kepre- 


sentative.

This particular ruling 
springs not from the freshness of green- 
4 horn officials, but rather from the undying 
hatred which the Rebels bear toward the 
Uniogists of the South. 


THE MORMUONS AND MiXICo, 

Mr. Brigham Young Jr., who seems to be 
the administrative man of the Mormons, has 
been busy of late in perfeeting a plan which 
may yet solve the Motmon question, 80 far as 
the United States is concerned, dy transfer- 
ring the burden to our neighboring Republic. 
He now announces that arrangements have 
been made with Mexico, ‘in pursuance of 
which several bodies of the Saints Will in a 
few months\set out for Chihuahua and settle 
there. Their first ‘project was to negotiate 
with the Yagui Indians for land in Sonora, 
but as these Indians are very hostile, and 
even the Mexitans themselvés gaunot control 
them, the outlook was not very peaceful and 
the plan was abandoned. Then the Morm ons 
treated directly ‘with the Mexican Govern- 
ment for a grant of land in Chihuahua, 


County Board is comparatively fair. 

It was made on the alleged basis of less 
than 450 votes to a precinct.

The Re 
publican minority of the County Board have 
the right to name one judge and one clerk 
of election for each precinct. The selection 
is vitally important, and the Republican 
members should consult with one another. 
and with the central organization of their 
party in the matter. The.selection of ex- 
perienced and wide-awake men is of the ut- 
most importance, as the history of the spring 
election. clearly shows.

The schr George, after waiting several days for 
agrain cargo at a paying freight, was yesterday 
chartered to load ore at Escanaba for Erie at 65 
cents. 

Lumber freights were practically unchanged 
yesterday, loads being scarce and tonnage plenti- 


ful. Twelve or @fteen light vessels were lying in 


the harbor waiting for loads. An effort, however, 
is being made by the steam-barge owners to bring 
rates up to a more profitabic basis. Capt. Barney 
Wilds of the steami-barge A. E. Wilds, Capt. James 
Hogey of the steam-barge Albert Soper, 
and Bylvanus Cobb, owner of the steam- 
barges George Dunbar, Annie Laura, and 
Emma B. Thompson, are the origmators of 
the movement. All of these boats, together with 
several others, are engaged in the lumber-carrying 
trade between Muskegon and Chicago, and during 
the greater part of the present season have been 
carrying at the low rate of $1 per 1,000 feet. Sev- 
eral loads have been taken as low as 8754 cents. 
Every boat that carried at the latter rate lost 
money, and at $1 they could barely make both ends 
meet by making three trips a week. It is now pro- 
posed to demand $1.25 per 1,000 feet, and to let the 
bouts remain idle at their docks until 
shippers concede the advance. An agreement 
to that effect was drawn up yesterday, 
and circulated along thé docks, and it is said that 
the paper was signed by every steam-barge master 
engaged in the Muskegon trade.

GOING FOR OREGIER. 
Joel Bigelow, in an open letter to Commis- 


loner Cregier, takes that official to task for 


refusing to supply him with the specifications 
of the contract for paving Dearborn street 
from Jackson to Polk. He states that he made 
the request dy letter several times, the last 
time jnclosing a stamp for reply and regie 
tering the letter, so that be might be 
sure that the missive was properiy. deliv- 
ered. To none of these, be says, has Commis- 

sioner Cregier responded. He says: “if you 
or your friends are beneficially interested in 
these contracts I can easily understand why 
you should have a special reason to so exercise 
your powers that copies of the specifications 
should be withheld from parties whom you be- 
hieved to be exacting property-owuers. He 
thinks s should always be fur- 
nished property-holders so that contractors 
might be wacched and complained of if the 
work was not up to the specifications.

EXPOSITION ART. 

A GLANCE AT SOME OF THE LEADING PICT- 
URES BY AMERICAN ARTISTS. 
Tonight the doors of the annual Chicago Ex- 
position will be again thrown open to the pub- 
lic, which is expected to become as enthusi- 
astic as possibie over the treasures of art and 
industry brought together in the big buiiding 
on the Lake-Front: As one of the principal 
objects for enthusiastic admiration the man- 
agement offers, as usual, its art gallery. That 
the collection of paintings the limited space 
of the latter contains this year is not more re- 
markabie than it is, is no fauit ot the Art Com- 
mittee. The art exhibitions all over the world 
bave of late years been rather barren of inter- 
est, and the public has been taught to look 
moro tor technique—borribie word—than for 
orfigifal, conceptions or pvetic ideas in 
the works of modern painters. Try- 
ing bard to rep the most 
minute details of the object in view 
the painters of the present day bave forgotten 
to also reproduce the soul, and one cannot 
walk nowadays through a gallery filled with 
the works ef modern artists without being 
struck by the monotony, not only of the sub- 
jects, Dut also of the treatment. Hardly any- 
where in the entire realin of art has individu- 
ality been suppressed so completely as in the 
art of painting. This year’s collection of 
paintings in the Exposition Building certainly 
comes up to the average of any similar col- 
lection shown anywhere in the civilized world 
during the last tweive months, and gives a very 
fair idea of the present status of the painter's 
art. It may perhaps be charged that the 
French school predominates, to the exclusion 
uf aintost all other schogis, but that does not 
subject: the art-loving public to any great 
loss. Besides, the Art Committee has 
shown a very iaudabie intention to demonstrate 
the great abiiity of American painters living 
abroad, and it cannot be blamed if Awerican 
paluters prefer the French style of painting at 
present to all other styles and ignore Eaglish 
and German influences.

GERMAN SENTIMENT. 
WHAT A NEWSPAPER HAS TO Sar OF “THE 
TRIBUNE'S” COURSE. 


Chicago Freie Presse, Sept. 1: Since Tus 
CaicaGo TRIBUNE began advocating the so- 
called Harper law with such energy many 
saloonkeepers have felt very bitter toward it, 
and some have gone so far as to charge that

Even more than thirty years ago, 
when the Know-Nothing movement was at its 
hight, Tun Cutcado TRiIBUNB, edited then 
by a man of the name of Stuart, sup- 
ported the American party.“ which elected 
Boone Mayor of Chicago, under whose Admin- 
istrations there were riots and biocodshed. 
Then Mr. Joseph Medill, the present editor of 
THE TRIBUNE, came — Chicago and bought an 
interest in the At the very outset he 
took ground edi rialty against t Know- 
Nothings, defendea the rights of foreign-born 
citizens, and urged a liberal policy toward sa- 
loonkeepers. Mr, Mediil’and George Schnei- 
der, who then edited the Staats-Zeitung, went 
into the Know-Nothing lodges, explained to 
the Angio-Americans the folly of their course, 
and as a result the American party came to a 
quick end in Chicago. 

But not all tne readers of Tun TRIBUNE fol- 
lowed its course. Many rema ned true to the 
Know-Nothing party and were bitterly op- 
— to Tue TRIBUNE and its editor. Mr. Me- 

dil was attacked personally and in a business 
way. Nevertheless Mr. Medill carried his pa- 
per tothe bight which it now occupies, for 
Tae Cnicado TRIBUNE is, as many of our 
readers know, one ot the most influential, if 
not the most influential, papers of the country. 

Hitherto Taz Teisune and the Freie Presse 
have rarely been of one mind. Tue TRIBUNE 
is for free trade; we are not. Tue TRIBUNE 
was for Blaine; we were not. Tue TRIBUNE 
supported the Harper bill; wedidnot. But 
these differences of opinion cannot keep us 
from admitting that at the huur of danger no 
Anglo-American and no English paper in the 
United States fought more zealously for-the 
threatened immigrants than Mr. Medill and bis 
CuricaGo Traipune. Apart from that the paper 
has always shown kindness and respect for 
Germans, and while one may entertain a differ- 
ent opinion for Taz TRIBUNE regarding the 
Harper law one need not, therefore, accuse it 
of hostil ty to the Germans. - 

We Germans owe Mr. Medill gratitude and 
thanks for bis courageous course in the sto my 
times of thirty years ago, and it would be ill 
for those belonging to an enlightened and cul- 
tivaced nationality like the German to reward 
Tas TRIBUNE and its editor for its kindly 
course at that time by calling him an enemy of 
the Germans only because he has a different 
opinion from many Germans on the license 
question. Suchan unthankful course must 
deter every Anglo-American from doing a good 
act to the Germans, since he must naturally 
fear to be rewarded w.th similar ingratitude. 


AFTER HIS RIGHTS. 
4 COLORED MAN'S SUITS UNDER THE \ NEW 
STATE CIVIL-RIGHTS LAW. 

The first \case to come up under the \new 
* Civil-Rights on,“ passed at the last session 
of the Illinois Legislature, came up in Justice 
Lyon's court yesterday moruing. Jackson 
Gordon, a young colored man, was the com- 
plainant, and James Keliy of Kelly Bros., 
keepers of a restaurant opposit the Polk street 
depot, and Col. John P. Vidvard, the restaura- 
teur on State street, near Harrison, were the 
defendants. Gordon alleged in his affidavit 
that he had been refused service at 
both places, but when the vase was 
called he could not bring evidence 
to show that be had asked for anything in Col. 
Vidvard’s restaurant; therefore the case 
against the latter was dismissed. Gordon testi- 
fied that im Kelly Bros.’ restaurant be sat 
at atabie, and when about to give his order 
was informed chat colored people were not 
served. Thereupon he walked out. The de- 
fense set up the plea that Gordon is not a citi- 


zen ot the United States, which the pew law re- 


quires before suit can be brought, and asked 
the case be dismissed. The compiainant could 
not prove his citizensbip, except by long and 
continued residence, and the hearing of we 
case was postponed until Friday next to give 
him an opportunity to accumulate evidence.

The bill then gives the history of Mrs. Ciar- 
issa C. Peck and ber estate. She died Dec. 22, 
1884, leaving valuable real estate and various 
securities constituting the bulk of her prop- 
erty. She was administratrix, it is stated, of 
ber busband’s estate, but the papers relating 
to the settlement of that estate were burned 
in the great fire. 

It is turther alleged that Henry and Albert 
Keep were trusted by Mrs. Peck and their ad- 
vice implicitly followed, and that ghey have 
possession of ali the papers from which more 
detinit information vould be derived. Upon 
the death of Philander Peck it is alleged that 
his real property descended to his three obil- 


dren in equal parts, subjeet to the dower inter- 


est of their mother. The further descent of 
the property is carefully traced, showing that 
George Peck after his sister’s death owned 
five-twelfths of the real estate of his 
father Philander, whose fortune was 
about $215,000. The praperty of Henry B. 
Peck, which was ieft in part to his brother 
George, is alleged to huve been taken possesion 
of by Mrs. Ciarissa C. Peck, the mother, and 
to have been worth in December, 1884, not less 
than $300,000, all of which descended to the 
complainant as the only beir at iaw of the said 
George E. Peck, deceased, who was sole legatee 
under the will of Henry B. Peck. This money 
is alieged to be inthe hands of Henry and Al- 
bert Keep as executors of Mrs. Peck's will. 

The relations of George E. Peck, the rather, 
and Maggie Campion, the mother of the com- 
plainant are set forth. George lived with 
Maggie, it is alleged, and afterwards married 
ner, but Mrs. Clarissa Peck was aiways preju- 
diced against the woman. - Actuated perhaps 
by her wish to save the fortune of George, 
whose habits were very dissipated, she ob- 
tained trom him in June, 1863, a release of big 
interest, which the complaipact § asserts 
to doe entirely valueless and void, 
having been induced by fraud and 
dece.t to execute it. George soon after 
declared he had“ been imposed on, and on his 
death bad obtained a promise from his mother 
to give his family back bis property. Tuis was 
never done, bowever, but she kept it, and at 
the time of her death it was worth $1,000,000. 
During the latter years of her life she refused 
to recognize complainant as ner grandchild, 
and by the advice ot Henry and Albert Keep 
devised her estate by will to various parties. 
Her will was probated Jan. 7, 1885, and Henry 
and Albert Keep were. appointed ex- 
ecutors. The buik of the vast estate 
goes to charitable purposes, as complainant 
is the only heir of his grandmother. He claims 
to de entitled to ten-twelfths of all the proper- 
ty she left, which consists of $825,000 of bonds, 
notes, etc., $100,000 cash, and some real-estate, 
worth in all over $1,000,000. There is danger,

“J sign this in the presence of the Hon. 
John Scholfleld. Chief Justice of the Supreme 
Court, and of John H. Mulkey, one of the 
Judges of that court, and request them to sign 
the same as witnesses hereto.” 

The instrument is duly signed and witnessed. 
Letters testamentary were issued to Mrs. 
Dickey, according to the provisions of the 
wil, under bonds of $100,000. In her appl. 
cation she describes the estate as consisting of 
notes. bonds, money, and certain claims now 
in suit against the Towns of Bruce and Osage 
in La Salle County, Liinois, and against the 
Town of Evans in Marshall County.“ There is 
no real property, and the total value of the es- 
tate does not exceed $50,000. Besides his wiie, 
Judge Dickey left four children, two of whom 
live in the Hawalian Islands.

A railroad accident, resulting in the imme-

Haliegan, the engineer, was arrested 
by Capt, Sweeney and locked up at the town-hall 
on a charge of criminal cerelesness. It was stated 
by several persons who witnessed the accident 
that the engineer negiected to ring the bell or 
otherwise souud an alarm, and that the unfort- 
unate men did not see or bear the approach- 
ing cars until too iate to escape being crusbed. 
Michael O’Hanley, another man who was work- 
ing on the tracks, was also considerably 
bruised and lacerated. An inquest on the 
bodies of the deceased laborers will be held to- 
day.
